He searched until he 
found n “blnxe" on a tree, the marking 
on which indicated it as the corner of 
a section. From this corner the Itotmd- 
ary lines were biased at right angle* 
In either direction. 
ltadway followed

“For that reason." went on Daly, 
“we object to paying you as the work 
progresses. 
We’ve got to have a guar­ 
antee that you don't quit ou us and 
that those logs will Iw driven down the 
branch as far as the river in time to 
catch our drive. Therefore I’m going 
to make you a good price per thousand, 
but payable only when the logs are 
delivered to our river men.” 
ltadway. witii his usual mental atti­ 
tude of one anxious to Justify the oth­ 
er iu»n. ended by seeing only his em­ 
ployer’s argument, 
lie did not per­ 
ceive that the lutter's proposition in 
troduced ir.to the transaction a gam­ 
bling element. 
It became possible for 
Morrison & Daly to get a certain 
amount of work short of absolute com­ 
pletion done for nothing. 
All this was it) August, 
ltadway. 
who was a good, practical woodsman, 
set about the Job immediately, lie* gath­ 
ered s crew, established a cutup and 
itegnn at once to cut roads through 
the country he had already blazed on 
Ids former trip. 
Itadway’s task was n d merely to 
lerel out and ballast the six feet of a 
roadbed already constructed, but to 
cut a way for five miles through the 
unbroken wilderness. 
The way h: d,

tinued throughout the day, speeches 
being made both in defense of and 
against the policy which has been pur­ 
sued. The Rev. Edward Everett Hal«, 
the newly elected chaplain of the sen­ 
ate, clad In flowing black silk clerical 
robes, occupied the chair of the pre­ 
siding officer just preceding the ses- 


Washington, Jan. fi.—The special 
message of President Rooaevelt on the 
Republic of Panama was read in both 
houses of congress Monday. The mes­ 
sage was brief, as presidents’ mes­ 
sages go, consisting of about fifty 
pages of manuscript, closely typewrit- 
ten. 
President 
Roosevelt defended 
every action that has been taken by ; eVen required in the present instance, 
the administration in the Panama- 
Colombia affair. One of the strongest 
points brought out was that the ques­ 
tion now before the government of the 
United States is not the recognition 
of the new republic. That, it was stat­ 
ed. has already been done.

Chicago, Jan. 5.-— It will for some 
w eeks a t least be practically impossi­ 
ble to hold a public m eeting of any 
kind in Chicago outside of churches. 
Building Comm issioner W illiams has 
issued an order closing all public halls, 
dance halls, and T urnverein halls and 
all sim ilar places of public assem blage 
until an inspection has shown that 
they a re complying with all provisions 
of the building ordinance. 
As th ere are upward of 400 halls in 
Chicago, ranging in size from those 
th a t will accom odate fifty persons, up 
to those with a seating capacity of 
500, this order will effect probably as 
m any persons as the th eater closing 
order. 
P ro tests were numerous, but 
th e building comm issioner was inflex­ 
ible. 
“ Many of these halls are worse 
than any th e a te r in Chicago.” said he. 
“Some of them are put up with no 
restrictions such as govern theaters 
and m any of them are flre-traps of the 
worct kind.” 
An enorm ous crowd atttended the 
opening of the city council meeting 
last night, it being expected that a 
g re it num ber of ordinances relative 
to th e Iroquois th eater fire would ba ! 
acted upon. 
T heir expectations were 
am ply fulfilled and the council did lit-1 
tie oth er business m an to listen to the j 
reading of proposed 1 ws calculated ! 
to in su re greater safety in places of 
public assembly. 
Tho council took . 
action as follows: 
E ndorsed thp action of Mayor H arri­ 
son in closing all theaters, and adopt­ 
ed his recom m endation for the ap­ 
pointm ent of a comm ittee to investi- !

Ordering an investigation into the j

ing adult guards and 
guides at all exits in all th eaters and 
halls. 
O rdering all places of public amuse- ; 
ment with a seating capacity of 500 
or over to provide an autom atic ap- ; 
p aratus to open and close all doors 
to exits, the system to operate in con- 
junction with levers, any one of which 
shall open all doors simultaneously i 
and at the sam e time operate electric 
lights in all passageways. 
O rdering that the nam es of the ac­ 
tual proprietor and actual m anager of 
any place of am usem ent shall be print­ 
ed on every playbill issued. 
Odering that all doors and exits 
shall be plainly indicated by signs 
Directing that every th eater shall 
be provided with a steel fireproof cur­ 
tain.
